Naturally, the borough 
is well represented in the world of sport, having 
produced many outstanding athletes and many 
winning teams. Narberth has a volunteer fire 
company, consisting of 33 active members. Its 
chief is Albert Nulty, and it lias made such a fine 
record that the town is favored with a low insur- 
ance rate. And this community was among the 
first to set up a Council of Civilian Defense. The 
Council has about 450 members, and its chairman 
is Burns Best. 

"Narberth is exceptionally well governed by an 
able burgess, the Hon. Richard L. Miller, and a 
Council of seven prominent business men. headed 
by Roland Fleer.

U% Getting Ballots 
Will Not Be Able 
To Use Them 



Forty-four per cent of Mont- 
gomery County men and women 
in the Nation's armed forces 
who submitted applications for 
military ballots for the Primary. 
April 25. will not receive them 
because the applicants were not 
registered. 

This has been disclosed by 
Chief Clerk Calvin W. Ripe of 
the County Board of Elections, 
who revealed that of the 612 
applications received 269 of the 
applicants were not on the 
county's registered voters list. 
The remaining 343 will be sent 
ballots. 

Virtually all the applications 
for military ballots came to the 
County Board of Elections from 
the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth at Harrisburg. The re- 
quests for ballots were forward- 
ed the State Capital on post- 
cards provided by the Federal 
government. The cards which 
seemed to have the widest use, 
however, apparently were in- 
tended for use at a General 
Election rather than at a pri- 
mary as there was no place on 
the card to designate party af- 
filiation. 

Harrisburg being unable to de- 
cide what party ballot to send, 
did the next, best thing and sent 
the applications to the various 
counties where a check could be 
made as to the party rersistra- 
titm of the applicant ?nd the 
proper ballot forwarded. 

It was at this point thai it was 
found only 343 of the 612 from 
Montgomery County men and 
women in the service who had 
requested the ballots were regis- 
tered. Ballots according to their 
party registration were forward- 
ed. In cases where the appli- 
cant was not registered no ballot 
could be sent. 

In order to correct the situa- 
tion forms have been sent all 
those not registered with the 
hope an answer would be re- 
ceived before the deadline, al- 
though this is remote. It will, 
however, serve to have all those 
who reply properly registered 
for the next election.

Bomber Crew Bails Out On False Alarm 
On Fortress Piloted By Ardmore Man 



An Kiglith AAF Bomber Station. 
England — Two traditions oE 
Eighth Air Force heavy bomber 
crews were dramatically depicted 
in a matter of minutes after a 
grav dawn take-off by the Flying 
Fortress "Stud Duck" piloted by 
1st Lt. Alwin B. Kocher. 23. of 125 
Walnut Ave., Ardmore, Pa. 

When the "jump alarm" acci- 
dentally rang, five crewmen coura- 
geously jumped from an altitude 
of 800 feet, not knowiiv what was 
wrong with the plane, but follow- 
ing the orders of the "signal" as 
a well trained crew acting in an 
emergency. 

Then, bringing the Fortress 
back to the field, Lt. Kocher gath- 
ered a new crew, took off again. 
and caught up with his formation 
at the coast of Jngland as a strik- 
ing example of the determination 
of bomber men to carry on with 
their job. 

"I don't know how the bell 
rang," said Lt. Kocher, "All I 
know k that it was an accident. 



No one tripped the out-of-the- 
way switch. I didn't know it had 
gone off until the engineer told 
me about it. I immediately gave 
orders not to jump, but they were 
on the beam, as drilled, and five 
had already gone overboard." 

Not one of the parachuting 
crewmen was hurt and they all 
landed within a mile of each 
other. 

"We called flying control, told 
them what had happened," said 
the pilot. "We came back, 
landed, picked up five new crew 
members and took off again to 
complete the mission." 
The bombardier, 2nd -Lt. Ed- 
mund Moreau. 24. of 132 South 
Main St.. Moosup. Conn., was the 
first to hear the alarm. "First 
thing I did was to tell the engi- 
neer to tell the pilot to cut the 
alarm. When that alarm bell 
goes." he said, "it's no monkey- 
business. We are trained to get

Children's Shoes 
To Be Ration Free 



Applies to Only 
Shoes With $1.60 
Ceiling Price 

Approximately 5,000.000 pairs of 
slow-moving stocks of children's 
low-priced shoes will be sold by 
retailers from May 1 to May 20 
on a ration-free basis. 

The temporary release from ra- 
tioning will apply only to shoes 
having a maximum retail price of 
$1.60 a pair in the following sizes: 
children's shoes, 8>2 through 12; 
misses' and little boys' shoes, 12 V2 
through 3. These are the sizes 
generally worn by youngsters in 
the 4 to 10-year ase group, accord- 
ing to a statement given out this 
week by local rationing officials. 

There is no limit on the number 
of pairs which may be sold so long 
as they are restricted to the stated 
sizes and price limits. Retailers, 
who sell from their present stocks, 
will not be granted ration currency 
to replace stocks. At the time of 
sale, each pair of the ration-free 
shoes is to be marked "released" 
in ink or indelible pencil. 

Infant's and children's shoes in 
sizes 4', i through 8 will continue 
to be rationed. The release from 
rationing of these low-priced shoes 
was made necessary by consumer 
reluctance to give up ration stamps 
for low-priced shoes even though 
the shoes are of good, serviceable 
quality.

All these tasks of war photogra- 
phy are being paralleled in war 
plants all over the country, where 
the camera is saving many thou- 
sands of man hours in providing 
speedy and accurate records of 
equipment and personnel. 

American camera manufacturers 
have been quick to overcome the 
much-feared bogey that photography 
could not get along without the for- 
merly highly-touted German equip- 
ment. New American equipment has 
been appraised hy experts as better 
than anything Europe has ever pro- 
duced.

Governors of Pennsylvania 

Beginning with the Constitu- 
tion of 1700, there have been 
32 Rovemors of Pennsylvania. 
This Constitution, which was pre- 
ceded by the Colonial and Provin- 
cial governments and that in force 
durinc the Revolution, was the 
first that i.s comparable to the 
form of Rovernmcnt under which 
we operate today. 

Only three of the H2 governors 
were born outside of Pennsyl- 
vania and only one of these in 
a country other than the United 
States. Governor Tener < 1911- 
1915i was born in Ireland and 
Governors Paui.son 1 1883-1887' 
(1891-1895' and Pincliot. < 1923- 
1927) 1 1931-1935' were born in 
Maryland and Connecticut re- 
spectively. 

Three governors were less than 
40 years of age when assuming of- 
fice. The youngest was Pattison 
who was thirtv-two and Biuler 
H852-1855' and Johnston < 1848- 
1852' who were aged 38 and 39 
respectively. The governor oldest 
at, the time of taking office was 
Hicster '1820-1823' who was (!8. 
The average age of the 32 gov- 
ernors when assuming the office 
of chief executive is 50. 

Former Governor Hattranft 
tl873-187(ii was the only person 
to succeed himself in oilice. Al- 
though i lie present constitution 
forbids the serving of two conse- 
cutive terms, two governors, since 
it.s inception, served two terms 
each. They were Pattison and Pm- 
chot. Four former governors are 
still living. They are Tener. Pm- 
chot. Eiirle 11935-1939 1 and James 
< 1939-1943'. Former Governor 
Tener who will be 81 this year is 
our oldest living ex-governor. Ex- 
Governor Pincliot will be 79 this 
year. 

The former governor who was 
oldest at death was Rimer 1 1835- 
1839'. age 89. Two others exceed- 
ed 80 years at death. Stuart > 1907- 
191 li and McKean. The average 
age at death of former governors 
is 68 years. There appear.- to be a 
certain element of .safety while be- 
ing the Chief Executive of the 
Commonwealth, since none have 
died in office.

Meinhold cot most ol his nine 
poals on drives underneath, clev- 
erly faking his opponents out of 
position time after time. He per- 
sonally outscored the entire L. M. 
team in every period but the last. 
He .scored seven points in the first 
period to six for the Maroon, 
chalked up nine in the second 
quarter while the Andersonmen 
were making but six and tallied 
seven in the third stanza while L 
M. could get but five. Meinhold 
had to be satisfied with one goal 
in the fourth quarter as he was 
forced out of the game with a 
knee injury. 

Dick Whiting. Lower Mcrion 
veteran and its most reliable de- 
fensive player, committed three 
personals in the first quarter try- 
ing to hold Meinhold at bay. and 
this ruined hi.s effectiveness the 
rest of the way.

M.'s 
Eastern semi-final 43-30 victotry 
over Sayre at Allentown last Sat- 
urday, played Meinhold while 
Whiting was on the sidelines, but 
also found the Hazleton center too. 
hot to handle. 

"I didn't see a college center all 
year who was as brilliant in 'every 
phase of the tame as was Mein- 
hold." marveled Coach Anderson. 

Not only was Meinhold a ball 
of fire, but every member of the 
Hazleton cast was at the top of 
his game. The Mountaineers were 
hot enough Tuesday to have* tak- 
en anything in the land, so L. M. 
fans shouldn't consider the one- 
sided game a disgrace. 

Al DeGatis. who tallied 15 
points, got Hazleton off to a fly- 
ing start by scoring three quick 
goals in the early minutes. Before 
Main Line scarcely realized what 
was happening. Hazleton had a 
10-2 lead, which was increased to 
15-6 by the end of the first period. 
The Mountaineers led at 20-9 
early in the second period and al 
the intermission had the biggest 
lead any team has ever had at 
that stage over a Lower Mcrion 
five, 32-12.

Lower Mcrion trailed only at 11- 
10 against Sayre and had a 24-16 
lead at halftime as it reached the 
Eastern final for the eignth time 
in 14 years.

Meats. Fats— Red stamps A8, B8f C8, D8. E8. F8 are good through 
May 20. G8. H8. J8 are good through June 18. Waste kitchen fats 
exchanged for two points and four cents a pound. 

Processed Fruits. Vegetables— Green stamps A8, B8, C8, D8, E8 
are good through May 20. Blue stamps F8, G8. H8, J8. K8 are good 
April 1 through June 20. 

Sugar— Sugar stamp 30 is good indefinitely for five pounds. Sugar 
stamp 40 is good for five pounds of canning sugar through February 
28, next year. 

Gasoline— In 17 East Coast States, A-9 coupons are good through 
May 8. In other States. A-ll coupons are good through June 21. 

Tire Inspection Deadlines— A-coupon holders, March 31; C- 
coupon holders. May 31; B-coupon holders. June 30. 

Fuel Oil— Periods 4 and 5 coupons are good through Septem- 
ber 30. 

Shoes— Stamp 18 in Book One i.s good through April 30. Air- 
plane stamp 1 in Book Three is good indefinitely. Another shoe 
stamp, good beginning May 1, will be announced soon. 

Income Tax— Declarations of estimated 1944 tax are due by 
April 15. 

MORE SUGAR FOR HOME CANNING 

To get canning sugar in addition to the five pounds per person 
available with Sugar stamp 40. application should be made to the 
local Ration Board on foim OPA R-323, which will be furnished 
upon request by the office of the local board, OPA announces. The 
entire transaction may be handled by mail, one application serving 
for all who live at the same address. In order to make it unnecessary 
to send ration books through the mail, the spare stamp 37 from War 
Ration Book Four i.s attached to the application form for each per- 
son applying. Families that preserve and can food at home for sale 
to others may apply to their local boards for a maximum of 250 
pounds for this purpose. Sugar beet and sugar cane growers may get 
25 pounds of ration-free sugar for each member of their families as 
part of the sugar produced from their 1944 crops by applying to dis- 
tributors who processed their crops. 

WHY MAKE DECLARATIONS? 

The income tax declarations required by April 15. this year, cf 
some 15 million persons are a fundamental requirement in the "pay- 
as-you-go" .system, the Bureau of Internal Revenue explains. Only 
by means of these declarations i.s it possible for the Bureau to learn 
how much tax i.s due from those whose tax obligations are not com- 
pletely met by funds withheld for that purpose by employers. If 
taxes are due. those who make declarations may pay the entire tax- 
by April 15 or they must pay the first quarterly instalment of such 
tax at that time. Other instalments are due June 15, September 15 
and December 15. Farmers are allowed to postponed declarations 
and payment until as late as December 15. Penalties are provided 
for underestimating lax and failure to pay instalments when due. 
but amended declarations may be made as late as December 15. 
ASK DOLLARS AND CENTS CEILINGS 

With most of the nation's major food items and many others 
under doilars-and-cents ceiling prices that the consumer can under- 
stand, the OPA Consumer Advisory Committee has urged OPA to 
extend doilars-and-cents ceilings to hardware, dry goods, work cloth- 
ing and similar products. The committee said, "consumers can 
recognize and help to enforce'' such ceiling price. Meanwhile, OPA 
has established doilars-and-cents ceiling prices for country cured 
pork products and farmer-produced hybrid sweet corn seeds. There 
will be some decreases and no increases in country cured pork prices. 
Consumers may gel community price lists, showing ceiling prices on 
food, from local War Price and Rationing Boards.

The former Fascist headquar- 
ters buildinp in an Italian city 
close to the flRhting line is now a 
Salvation Army Canteen feeding 
and bringing a touch of home to 
the fighting men of the United 
States and Great Britain. 

News of the conversion of this 
building from a symbol of tyranny 
to one of help, devotion and 
democracy was given today by 
Brigadier Samuel Hepburn, divi- 
sional commander of the Salva- 
tion Army, to Mrs. Joseph M. Pat- 
terson, chairman of the Main Line 
division in the Salvation Armvs 
1944 Greater Philadelphia Main- 
tenance Fund and War Work 
Campaign which opens April 3. 
covering Philadelphia and the 
neighboring counties of Delaware. 
Montgomery. Bucks and Chester. 



The story came from Mrs. Ad- 
jutant Johnson, one of the leaders 
of the Salvation Army group 
which sailed through submarine 
infested waters to Italy. 

When they reached the Italian 
city they were greeted by an Irish 
Colonel in command of the area. 
He told them, "We must get the 
canteen going. We need you 
people." 

Fascist pennants and flags were 
ripped down and in their stead 
were installed two signs reading:
